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E are now, and very juftly too, 

with our Eyes all fix’d on the 

Siege of Thoulow different Judg- 

ments vary our Difcourfes upon the Succels 

of this Enterprize ; fome will have. it care 

ried immediately, by the ‘irrefiftible force 

of Prince Eugene’s good Fortunes others fay, 

it is a very.difficult, hazardous, and doubt: 

ful Enterprize And no doubt if it 

fhould mifcarry, will call in queftion the 

Prudentials and Politicks of the Duke of 
Savoy, and the Imperial Generals. 

I cannot let all thefe things pafs without 
fome Obfervation, which unlefs the Town 
happen to be taken, and the good News 
reach the Town before this Paper comes to 
ane may, I hope, not t+ ualeafonable ; 
GOD Grant that good News may come 
by the next Poft, and this Paper be lasgh’d 
at for a falfe Prophet. 


We have by the feverai Accounts,brought, 
both from Friends and Enemies, a long and 
particular Account, not very differisg nei- 
ther frem one. another, of the Preparati- 
ons made by both Sides, both te Attack and 
Defend this Town, and from both itis nolsre- 
gular Conje&ture to fay, both Sides. will ex- 
ert their utmoft Skill, Fury, and Force, and 
they that think it will be carried at once, 
by the Terror of the very Name of the Aape- 
rial Generals, will, Iam afraid, find them- 
felves miftaken. 

To begin with the Town —The ordinary 
Fortifications are Repais’d, and put isto 
as good a Pofture, as-the time they’ have 
had would permit 3 the Lines. round the 
Town are’ Pallifado'd, and a tiew cover’ 
way Finifh’d ; an unufual number of Can- 
nom are mounted, and Batteries. in every 
proper Place ereéted, and nothing pelt 
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ted, that may cobtribpte to making the Place 
éefenfibl

To the Sea-ward, innumerable Forts ,Bat- 
teries, Intrenchments, Chains, Boombs, 
fonk Veffelg, and every pofible contrivance 
concur to make it Ynvincible, to make the 
entrance into the Bay Impra@ticable, and 
abiding there Intolerable; and we may not 
be atham’d to hear our Admirals own the 
Moles and Docks inacceffible that way. ~ 


¥o furnifh this-Town, and all the Batte- - 


‘ries, Forts, and Lines with Paper Defence, 
they tell us, that fragn the Mouth of the 
Bay tothe Out-works of the Town, there 
are above 2000 pieces of Cannon mounted, 
and about.70 Mortars—. What there are 

the Town 5000 Men of the Regular Trogrs. 
1000 Voluntiers of the Navy, being all Om- 
cers, Reformades, aad Gentlemen, 1800 
Soldiers, Marines, 4000 Seamen, 700 Gun- 
ners, Bumbardiers and Fire-men—That the 
Towns-Men are numerous and hearty, and 
~ that all the Women and Children are fent 


away. 

Befides tpis, the Marfhal7he/fe has form’d 
an Impregnable Camp withouc the Works, 
in a Place inacceffible but in its Front, 
which Front is cover'd: witha double In- 
treschment, and fo lin’d wigh Cannon, and 
flank’d with Batteries, that 700’ pleces of 
Cannot are employ’d in its Defence, and 
in this Camp are 34 Battalions of Foot _pla- 
ced, Commanded by the moft Experienc’d 
Commanders, and furnifh’d with all man- 
mer of Neceffari¢es. 

That by the means of this Camp, the 
Comm voication with the Town is preferv’d, 
and che-Gate' of Mar/eilles kept open to the 
Marthal. De Fhefe,' to’ change and relieve 
the Garrifon-at all times, as he fhall fee 
occafion. 

That overiand above all this,theMarfhalDe 
Thaffe lies at a convenient diftance about Aix 
with all his Cavalry, and 10c00 Foot; wait- 
jog for Supplies and Reinfofcements, which 
are haftning from-all Patts ¢¥ Pin him} aod 
whithia:about 20 Days nes to the 
number, including thofe be~bis within, of 
4cGco: Mea, with which he purpofes on all 
acccations to: Harrafs the Befiegers, cut off 
theirProvifions,and fireigbten them as much 
as poffible. 
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I think I have here given the Scheme of 
the Defendants Preparations, with all the 
Advantages they can defire, and if I had 
been to .tell the Tale forthem, Icould not 
have gone farther. 

I muft acknowledge, that if thefe things 
are true, and the Particulars, efpecially as 
to Number of Men,be-right—And the Men 
really do their Duty, the Germans may find 
avery warm piece of Work in the Attaek- 
ing of this City, and more time may be 
{pent in it, than we imagine. _ 

I come. now to the Enterprizers, the 
Duke of Savoy and Prince Eugene, and let 
us fee if they have undertaken this Affair 
rafhly or noj let. us fee if they have not 
ies as Men, thac expeéted all Oppo- 
ition the whole Power and Policy of France 
could make— Let us fee if they have not 
provided for all Events, and proceeded as 
if they expeéted a Vigorous Refiftance. 

Firtt we find, that forefeeing the French 
would be. able to intercept their Convoys 
by their Flying Parties, and cut off their 
Provifions, by Blocking up the Paffes, and 
K avaging the Country, they therefore ob- 
tain’d the attendance of the Confederate 
Fleet, who Commanding the Sea, furnifh 
them with continual Supplies, and all /ealy 
jis by that means thtir inexhauftible Maga- 
zine. - 

From Genoa, they have all forts of Stores, 
Ammanition , and Warlike Pagtigalars, 


‘which are brought thither from the Mila- 


meze 3 from Final vaft quantities of Corn, 
and from Leghorn all furts of Flefh, and the 
Etcetara’s of the Amunition de Bouche. 

The Commmnication between the Fleet 
and the Camp, they (ecure by a Line, drawn 
a League and a half in length, and F¥orti- 
fy’d with Redoubfs, fo that in fhort, the 
French may deftroy the Country as they 
pleafe; the Fleet is their Refource, and 
they ¢an fuffer. no want, while they are 
Mafters of the Sea. ; 

Having thus their Provilion {ecured, they 
are »Mo furnifh’d the fame way with their 
Canuen and Ammunition, 4co pieces of 
Cannon, 70000 Bullets, 1§000 Barrels of 
Gunpowder; 80 Mortafs, and an -infinite 
ftore of att forts of Neceffaries for a 
Siege ; al this is furnifh’d and brought 

to 
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tothe very Camp by the Fleet—— All we 
hear they have.any want of, is Forrage for 
their Horfes, for which Reafon'we are told 
their-Cavalry is Jefe -behiad, and their Dra> 
goonsferve on Root. 
 Furnith’d thus by Sea with every thing 
they can defire, and fecured. from the poifi- 
bility of wanting any needful helps ; we 
come next to their Army, and this we have 
an Accountis no lefs than 40000. Men, all 
Veterans, Compos’d of Pruffians, Hefhans, 
and Palatines, in the Pay of England and 
Holland, at leat 18000 imperial Regiments, 
12000 and 8000.,0f the Troops‘of Savoy 4 
an Army, confidering how compleat the 
Battalions, how well appointed, how Paid, 
how. Cloath’d, and how flufh’d with Vi&o- 
ry 3 but above all, how animated by their 
Opinionof, and Love for their incompa- 
rable Generals a Politick, a Daring, an Ene 
terprizing aod a Fortunate General ; when 
thefe things are confider’d, ttey are to be 
reckon’d equal to twice that number. 

But asthefe are but few in number, ‘o if 
the Refiftance of the Befiged, and the Fu- 
tigues of this Siege-fhould give them itoze 
trouble, and be more Lofs tothem than they 
expeét 5 they have taken particular care 
for Supplies, as: by draining from all the 
Garrifons in Piedmont, Millsin, and. Mantua, 
from whence they fuppofe they fhall yet 
draw 12000 Men. From Naples, where the 
Affairsthere beginning te fettle, they are 
fuppos’d to beable tu fend 5000 Men by Sea 
to join the Army, and if they fhould be 
ftreightned,the Confederate Fleet may lend 
them 300°-Marines : Thus if they fhould 
lofe 20000 Men before the Town, which is 
hardly poffible, yet the Army would ftill be 
compleatly as ftrong as it is now. 

If thefe Men are fuppofed. to do their 
Doty, and aé like themfelvess if they are 
but fuppos’d to puth forward, as the ne- 
ceffity of the Cafe calls fors it. canriot be 
doybted, _Jet the Oppofition be what it will;
